BRIBERY IN KENTUCKY. 


It appears that " Eannai'sm" ha; 


been introduced in the-KentnckyLegis 
latnre. That body at its regular see 
flion failed to elect, a United State, 
Senator to succeed Blackburn, whosi 
term expired on the 4th of 'March last 
This failure was caused by tho refnsa 
ofv the gold Democrats to vote for 
Blackburn, the caucus nominee, be 
cause of the decided stand taken by 
him against Clevelandism. 
As the 


Senate refused to seat persons ap- 
pointed by the Governors of States in 
which the Legislature failed to eled 
and as the gold Republicans and gold 
.Democrats combined dominated the 
Legislature of Kentucky it was be 
lieved that all the goldbugs would 
unite\>a some candidate and elect him 
if they had an opportunity. The Gov- 
ernor gave them the opportunity by 
convening the Legislature in special 
session for the purpose of electing a 
Senator. Now,after a session of several 
weeks duration they have not suc- 
ceeded, though W. G. Hunter, who was 
a member of ths Fifty-fourth Congress 
and defeated for re-election last No- 
vember, has been within a few votes of 
the goal of his ambition on several 
ballots. This, however, was not in a 
full house, as the joint convention 
numbers 138 members and Hunter's 
highest vote lacked three of a majority. 


Now the Grand jury at Frankfort has 


indicted Hunter and his two lieuten- 
ants, Wilson and Franks, for bribing 
members of the Legislature. It is al- 
leged that the Legislature was con- 
vened in special session at the instance 
of Hanna for the purpose of electing a 
goldbng Senator and- that bribery was 
resorted to,to accomplish that purpose. 
The contest is costing taxpayers of 
Kentucky thousands of-dollars for the 
pay of the Legislature, and tho amount 
of money expended in. corruptiug l.be 
members will.probably never be known 
thoogh tho -evidence that money tias 
been used- to bribe members was suf- 
ficient, to warrant the indictment of 
three of the bribers. If Hunter should 
be cpnvicted of bribery that will ond 
his chances of going to the Senate, and 
tiis friends are very much exercised 
. over the condition of affairs.

Lagislfttnre is about evenly divided be- 
tween the goldites and silver men, and 
there are two Populists in the House. 


KKNII NOW A CITY. 


It 


la accordance with an act of the 


Legislature approved March 8, 1897, 
Reno became a body politic aud cor- 
porate, by the name and style of City 
of Reno. Jfhe council entered upon its 
duties orT'the first Monday of tbs 
month and perfected its organization. 
Last evening the control of the city's 
affairs passed into the bauds of the 
council and from now pn the manage- 
ment of streets, alleys, sewers and city 
improvements will bo handled by the 
proper committees. 


The board is composed of practical 


men, all being property owners and in 
business and their knowledge of the 
needs of the community in the \vayof 
public improvements fits them espec- 
ially for the responsible position for 
which they have been chosen. It may 
be possible that in the beginning there 
will be some confusion and probably 
mistakes, but as soon as the ordinances 
are revised and thoroughly understood 
by all there will be little friction. It 
is presumed that the county officers, 
several of whom are ex-offleio city 
officers, will aid the new council by 
their experience.. 


It is no easy matter to change a 


large town of Reno's size from an or- 
dinary township government to that of 
a city all in a few hours without some 
errors of judgment being committed. 
It is to be hoped, however, that the 
citizens generally will give aid as'well 
as advice to the council and other 
officers and by this they can act more 
intelligently and their task made much 
easier' 
than

Their . congressional career has 
resulted in the destruction of theii 
clientage or business. To a defeated 
member who has relied upon his salary 
"or support the future looks dark and 
gloomy. It is then some arc open to 
propositions -which they would nevei 
:hinfc of entertaining if they were to gc 
Before the people for re-election. It is 
ien that the attorneyship of some cor- 
poration is often tendered and a vote is 
afterward found in tho record in favoi 
of legislation of a general or special 
character favoring the corporation. II 
an affirmative vote cannot bo had, it is 
often jnsc as important that tho membei 
should be absent. If there is ever a time 
in the history of the man when he will 
directly or indirectly' accept a bribe, it' 
s then. There is less chance of detec- 
;ion. Ho is no longer a political factor. 
3is political enemies no longer watch 
lis course. The opposition newspapers 
no longer criticise his conduct—"the 
secret is his own and it is safe.'' 


There are many upright men in con- 


gress who would not be influenced by 
defeat. But in as large a body as tho 
house of representatives there must al- 
ways be some who would.yield to temp- 
tation. It is a fact that nearly all, U 
not all, of the legislation that is claimed 
to have been passed by corrnptinfluenoes 
was enacted during these second regulai 
sessions of congress.—Hon. J. F. Shaf- 
roth in North American Review.

were well known to: the Egyp- 


tians' before the time of the Jewish exo- 
dus. 
In tho description of Aaron's sa- 


cerdotal robe mention is made of the fact 
that upoii tho hem. of the garment there 
were bells of gold, alternating with 
pomegranates of blue, of purple and ol 
scarlet: "A golden bell and a pome-1 
granule, a golden .bell and a pomegra- 
nate, upon tho hern of the robe round 
about. And it shall be upon Aaron' to 
minister, and his sound shall be heard 
•when he goeth in unto the holy place 
before tine Lord, and when he cometh 
out, that be die not, " Hand bells were 
iu common uso all over, the ancient 
world. Tho earliest use of bells in 
churches was.fof-,the purpose of fright- 
ening away the evil spirits 'which were 
believed-, to infest earth and . air, and 
the earliest curfew was 'rung at night- 
fall to rid the neighborhood of tho vil 
luge or town and church" of demons. 


Most old churches- of, Europe have a 


small door on tho north side, and a< 
certain points in .the service this dooi 
was opened, and a bell was rung to give 
notice co tho devil, if he'chanced to. be 
present, that he might inate ..his exit 
before the elevation. By the command 
ol Pope Johu IX church bells were rung 
as a protection against thunder and 
lightning. 
The monument of Porsena, 


the Etrurian king, was decorated with 
pinnacles, each surmounted -with a bell, 
which tinkled in the breeze.
